2. The Romanian attache stated that Romania wished to obtain Austrian ateel 
in return for agricultural products, Canisius replied that Austria would 
need Romanian asbestos and paraffin. The commereial attache protested 
the undue delay in the delivery of Austrian goods under past Austroe~ 
Romanian trade agreements and requested Trade Ministry intervention with 
Austrian firms, Canisius informed him that the Trade Ministry is not 
‘authorized to enforce prompt deliveries under compensation agreements ~ 
concluded between Austrian and Romanian firma.
